Washington, D. C., Nov. 12.—Admh- 


al Crowninshield, chief of- the naviga 
tion bureau, in his report to" Secretary 
Long, declares that the navy has not 
•enough officers and men available to 
man the ships on the various stations 
and when the new ships provided for 
are complete'd the force will be en- 
tirely inadequate to even handle the 
vessels properly. 


TKe present force is 1,340 commis- 


sioned officers, IT1? waranted officers, 
and 14,608 enlisted men. This is apart 
from the marine corps of 201 officers 
and 6,000 men. 


Admiral Crowninshield in his report 


says that not only is the navy unable 
to properly care for the vessels it now 
has, but that absolutely no provision 
is made for the future manning of the 
vessels already in progress or con- 
tracted for.

IN TIMES OF COLUMBUS. 


Remarkable Statement Contradicting 


the Generally Accepted Theory is 
Made in Annual Report of Commis- 
sioner Jones—Ration System harm, 
ful to Those Supposed to Aid, 
Washington, Nov. 12.—The remark- 


able statement that the Indian popula- 
tion of the United States is little dim- 
inished from what it was in tlie time 
of Columbus, Coronado, Raleigh, Cap- 
tain John Smith, and other early ex- 
plorers is the chief feature of the an- 
nual report of Commissioner o£ Indian 
Affairs William A. Jones'. 


The report disputes positively the 


commonly accepted theory that, by 
constant contact with the whites, the 
extinction of the Indian is' only a mat- 
ter of time. 
The commisssioner de- 


clares w'ith emphasis that his research 
from the most reliable data obtain- 
able proves that the red men are not 
decreasing in numbers. 


Since 1870, the time of the first re- 


liqMe Indian census, the population 
has been stationery, the only increase 
being attributable to Indians becom- 
ing citizens of the United States. 


The total expenditure by the govern- 


ment on account of the Indian, service 
from March 4, 1879, up to an including 
July 30, 1900, was $368,358,217. 
The 


expenditures for the fiscal year endec 
last July amounted to $10,175,107. Of 
this amount at least $3,330,000 was de- 
voted to trie cause of Indian education 


Ration System Is Denounced. 


Under the head of obstacles to self 


support of the Indians the report de 
precates the ration system, annuitj 
payments, and the leasing of allot 
ments. 
The ration system, says the 


report, is the corollary of. the rcserva 
tion system. 
The- Indian population

General Grant in 1872 up to the pres 
ent year, the greatest on record, by 
77,389 votes. 


Mr. Lincoln's Vote. 


The plurality of the popular vote se 


cured by President Lincoln at his first 
election was 491,195. When he ran in 
1864 
this was 
decreased to 407,342 


The first of the big pluralities as they 
are reckoned today, was secured by 
Buchanan in his race against Fremont 


votes 
in 1856. He received 451,491 
more than his opponent. 


Grant's plurality over Seymour in 


1868 was 305,458, and four years lat- 
er,.running against Greeley, lie more 
than doubled this, obtaining a clear 
gain of 763,001 votes. This splendid 
total stood as high water mark from 
that time up to the present week. It 
has always been the opinion of shrewd 
politicians that the figure would nev- 
er be equaled By any future president.

experts of the agricultural department 
have discovered a contagious disease' 
whieh can be disseminated -by insects 
with deadly effect: to the pests, but 
without .danger of spreading an epi- 
demic among members of., the human 
race. By close observation it has -been 
discovered that, many annoying insects 
•have distemper, some o£ a highly con- 
tagious character. 
By propagating 


these disease germs, and spreading 
them, so that, the insects, will be af- 
fected, contagion is spread arid' havpo 
follows.' Farmers will be", especially 
interested in the announcement that 
a disease among -grasshoppers similar 
to leprosy., has been discovered and 
that experiments .conducted in Miss- 
issippi, Nebraska and Minnesota dem- 
onstrate that it is possible to distrib- 
ute the germs in vials through the 
mail, with instructions to farmers as' 
to the method of using the contents so 
as to produce the -best results.

•Halifax, Nov. 12.—-The steamer City 


of Montict'llo, belonging to -the Yar- 
mouth Steamship Company, has foun- 
dered iu the Bay of Pundy with an 
appalling loss of lite. Of .the crew and 
passengers of the ill-fated steamship 
sixty-three persons 
are 
reported to 


have perished in the wreck. Some of 
the bodies have already been washed 
ashore. Captain Harding, in command 
of the City of Monticello, was among 
those who succeeded in reaching the 
shore. Among those who perished, it 
is reported, were many women and 
fchi'ldren. \V"<m the ter-ific hurricane 
struck the steamer she was in the Bay 
of Fundy. Great seas were hurled over 
her and in a short time she became un- 
manageable. 
Soon she started her tim- 


bers and began leaking. 
The water 


gained fast and when it was decided 
to take to the boats a frantic scramble 
•between the crew and passengers be- 
•gan. 'Some were washed overboard. 
Some lost their lives 'by the overturn- 
ing of small boats. Others went down 
with tne steamer. She --sank off Ca.pe 
Porchie. The City of Monticello ran 
tetiiveen Yarmouth and " "alifax, which 
is 140 miles from the home port. She 
hails from Glasgow and was -built at 
•the yards of the Harlan & Hollings- 
•worth Company, Wilmington, Del., in 
1866. She was formerly the City of 
Norfolk. Her registered gross tonnage 
is 1,034.

Head of the Doted Mercantile Company 


Pauses Vwny. 


New York, Nov. 12.—R. G. Dun, head 


of the mercantile agency firm of R. G. 
Dun & Co., died in this city today of 
cirrhosis of the liver. 


Robert Graham Dun, senior member 


o £the great, agency firm, the Mercan- 
tile agency, R. G. Dun & Co., has been 
a prominent figure in 
the business 


world for nearly -half a century. Mr. 
Dun has been 
associated with the 


agency since 1851; in 1854 he becam» 
'a partner, and in 1S59 purchased the 
entire interest, since which time his 
name has been at the head of the firm, 
•whieh has a world-wide reputation. 
When Mr. Dun first became connected 
•with the business it was in its infancy. 
Its wonderful development and growth

Mr. Dun's ancestors were Scotch. His 
grandfather was Rev. James Dun, for 
twenty years a minister of the Free 
Church of Scotland, in Glasgow.

Knox states he 
takes no credit for the very successful 
engagement of Nov. 6, which was due 
in the first instance to the determina- 
tion of Le Gallais never to lose touch 
with the enemy, and, secondly, to the 
abje way,,in which De Lisle handled 
the firing line after De Gallais and 
Ross were wounded. The next day the 
Boers tried to seize the strong posi- 
tion on the bank of the Komati, from 
which they were beaten out Nov. 6, 
hut were prevented by Col. Evans^ 
with the Canadian mounted troops, 
galloping two miles and seizing it in 
the nick of time. Smith^Dorrien says 
no praise can be too high for the de- 
voted gallantry these troops showed in 
keeping- off the enemy from the in- 
fantry convoys. 
In the afternoon an 


event unprecedented in this war oc- 
curred, when some 200 mounted Boers 
suddenly charged the rear guard to 
within seventy yards, when they were 
stopped 
by the 
Canadian dragoons. 


During the flght sixteen of the Cana- 
dians fell into the hands of the enemy,
